Water Two Feet 
Over 1889 Record 
Covers Harrisburg 


United States Weather Forecaster Predicts 
Susquehanna Will Reach 31-Foot Stage 
Late This Afternoon; City Steam Plant 
Shut Off; Ii-Day Water Supply. 


Harrisburg, March 19 (A P ).—'Susquehanna river, that 
stream o f many floods as the Indians named it, broke all 
known records today to flood homes of both the rich and poor 
in the exclusive residential districts in the northern section 
and along thy famous river drive. 
The stream poured over 
high flanks at will. 
In the southern section plants and factories as well as 
j homes of the laborer were under water. The high fence sur­ 
rounding the famed grave of John Harris barely thrust the 
tops of its iron pickets above the muddy waters. 
At noon 
| the river was well on its way to a thirty-foot stage, more 
than two feet above the record of 1889 and eleven feet above 


I flood level. 
C. S. L ings, U. S. weather forecaster, predicted 
a top of 31 feet for late this afternoon. The city steam plant 
furnishing heat for the center of the city was shut off. Capi­ 
tal employes were sent home. 
The city pumping station on the river island was flooded 
and it was not known how long the gas supply could be 
maintained.

for some selfish reason—their success, fame, family, or associations. 
There are people, however, who attract us simply by some rare exem­ 
plification of beauty or character—ju st goodness, th a t’s all. 
I took from my bookshelves the other evening a book of short stories 
by that m aster of the short story—or any other story, for th a t m atter— 
W. Somerset Maugham. 
In it I came across a brief story of an Italian 
boy, nam ed Salvatore. His father was a fisherman, and though the boy 
was a frail chap, he loved the w ater and swimming—at which business he 
devoted most of his time. But one day he was called to m ilitary service, 
and finally landed in China, where he became ill and had to be sent 
heme. 
Before leaving home, however, Salvatore had fallen in love with a 
girl, to whom he wrote regularly when away. 
But upon his return, and 
her learning of his ill-health, she deserted him. The boy did not com­ 
plain. 
There was something about him th at defied disappointm ent and 
pain. 
He radiated from his face som ething rare and beautiful—no m at­ 
ter what faced him. He m arried a less attractive woman than his early 
love and reared a family—but always from him shone th a t same attrac­ 
tive something, which M augham designated as—“Goodness, just good­ 
ness.” 
Some cf us have known lives like th a t simple Italian boy. Many sneer 
at such characters. But the fact rem ains th a t they keep spreading some­ 
thing that enriches the entire world. 
I once knew an elderly gentlem an—a successful real estate man in a 
large city where I was then living. 
I had just corno fresh from collage 
and met him at a church service. He so attracted me by Ins large frame 
and his fine features and open m anner th a t I imm ediately sought his ac­ 
quaintance. H ie quality, however, th a t dominated him was a rare radi­ 
ance th a t shone from his eyes, his m anner, and his words. 
He was big 
and strong and yet I always thought of him first as being good. 
W hen Carlyle first m et W illiam T. Stead, the noted English pub­ 
lisher and writer, he was at once draw n to him and spoke of him as "that 
good m an Stead.” He wats afterw ards known to m any as such, who used 
the term . His last moments were spent in helping others. He went down 
with the Titanic, in company with others as braw .
